In all the 
country districts streams are running 
lew, and mills and electric light plant-i 
that were run by water power have 
been forced to close down. Most of 
the ponds have been dry for two weeks 
and the question of where to obtain 
v.ater for stock Is one of the most 
important that has confronted the 
Kansas farmers for years. Stock is 
being placed on sale *t rldh uluusl/ 
lew prices. 

Reports from twenty-four Kansas 
counties, mostly In the eastern and 
central portions of the State, Indicate 
that the com crop la not so badly off 
as has hitherto been published. The 
late corn has not yet begun to tassel 
and It Is the general verdict that it l.-j 
iitcndlnK the heat remarkaldy well and 
It favoratil" weather coinlitioiis would 
come at once, a half crop ot corn 
would be obtained in these count le.-t. 
Itut the conditions now are anything 
but propitious for better weather. 
Dairymen have been obliged to double 
the price of milk, so higa baa the price 
of feed gone. 

No relief cnme today to break the al- 
I'U'si iiniirereili-nted drouth In the 
.iintliwest. The I'.ay was a repetition 
(t the p.isl two wei.ks, witli reports 
from many places in Westun Missouri, 
K.-'nsas, Indian Territory and Oklaho- 
ma of temperatures over the 100 
mark. Tonight there Is prospect of 
rain to Oklahoma, but there are no 
Indications of a change In any other 
part of the Southwest. With no relief 
In Bight, the fears for the crops that 
have been expressed dally are fust bo- 
coming realities, and the scarcity of 
water .and tjenerally dry conditions 
make the element of fire a most seri- 
ous one.

Status. On the first ot July the condi- 
tion of tbe corn crop waa more promla* 
ing than on the same date last year, 
and even it the press reports are not 
exaggerated, although I am Inclined 
to think that they over-state the real 
conditions, there is not as yet cause 
f ir genuine alarm 'I hrouKlunii the 
niea of the Rreat corn crop the drouth 
has not heen sever* enoii«li to seri- 
ously affect that crop. Hot weather 
19 not (lamuKinK to torn at this sea- 
son. In fact, high temperature at thia 
season is one of the requisites of com 
development, and so I think we had 
better wait a while before we say that 
the coin eroi) is ruined. l''or nivfiolf, 
I tliink that we will have ph'tity of 
corn In this eountry The jiress re- 
ports from Kansas and Neiuaska are, 
cf course, disi ouraninK. hut the ( roi) 
in those States is not great, except in 
the eastern portions, the great com 
belt of this country is east of tho 
Missouri rirer and weat of the Ohio. 
I have not yet seen anything to Indi* 
eate that there has been a largo 
amount of damage in this area of 
rotintry. I am koIiik to wait, therefore 
until 1 iK'ar whether the drouth haa 
been disastrous in Iowa, Illinois, In- 
diana. MichiKati and Wisconsin before 
I become really alarmed. ' 

The ruin ot the corn crop would bO 
a serious disaster, would it not?" 

"The extent of such disaster," waa 
the reply, "can be gathered when I 
say that the com crop Is the first in 
point of total value in the United 
States. From 1879 to 1900 the total 
annual value of corn, liased on farm 
price on the first of December of each 
ytar. lias ranged between $.',ui».UU(),000 
and IToU.onO.tiUO. Only once has it 
fallen below the smaller number, 
while five times it has exceeded the 
larger.

FIFTH SUCCESSFUL VOYAGE. 

Carllila D. Oraham tiaoa Throush tha 
Wblriveal Baplda la a Barral. 

NiAOxaA Faixs, N. July 14.— 
About three thousand people aaw 

Carlisle D. Graham make his fifth 
successful voyage through the whirl- 
iiool lapiils in a Ijsrrel this afiernoon. 
The barrel la of locust wood, oval shap- 
ed, except that it has a Hat bead; It ia 
about five feet Iohr. nineteen ini lies 
in diameter at the foot ami twenty six 
inches at the head. With its 100 
pounds of ballast It weighed 165 
pounds. Tbe start waa made from the 
Maid-of-the-Mlst landing, below the 
Falls, The barrel waa caught la an 
eddy and circled about a little abOTO 
the cantilever bridge for a quarter of 
an hoar. The stronger current in tha 
middle of the stream finally jerked it 
out of the eddy into the foaming 
waters of the rnpids. Passing under 
the second bridge tbe barrel had a 
narrow escape from being dashed to 
pieces agalnat the stone abutments ot 
the bridge. The passage through the 
rapids was swift It took the barrel 
five minutes to reach the eddy from 
the starting point and twenty minutes 
to get out of It. but it took only three 
and a half minutes to pass through 
the rapids and the whirlpool, a dis- 
tance of about a mile. At no lima 
during the passage through the rapids 
was the barrel lost sight of. It was 
Uken from the water after it had 
circled about la the whirlpool for • 
few miautea. Oraham was slightly 
braised about the elbows aad Imtm, 
but he waa otherwise unhurt

I 
will go back home and tell llie old 
folks that there is a church commun- 
ity in Washington which is absolutely 
perfect, and without ain." 

There waa no reply to'Yhat innocent 
sarcaam. Dut auch things ahould not 
occur in alleged Chriatlaa commun- 
ities. There ia neither reason nor ex- 
cuse for any community to boaat of its 
perfection, nor its approximation unto 
perfection. The churchea in thia city 
are no better than tho churchea in 
other cities, towaa and Tlllagea. And, 
likewise, the churches and societiea ia 
the various cities and communities of 
this republic nre not perfect. They 
have neither right nor reason to sup- 
pose that the national capital is u hot- 
bed of corruption: and that it needs 
the guardianship of the reformers of 
innumerable communities, who might 
better be cnjfaped in cast ing t he beams 
out of their own eyes, before they look 
for the mole in the eyes of our people 
here in this ten-miles-sfiuare, which i^ 
the home of the federal government. 

\Viien the congress is not in session, 
particularly, this iv a model city. 'I'hs 
people who are so anxious to regulate 
the morals of the army posts and the 
spiritual development of this city 
might well employ their time and tal- 
ents in selecting modi 1 men to repre- 
sent them in the national house o 
representatives. It is when the con- 
gress ia In session that the hotels 
make their "big money," aa they call 
it, by their all-night poker gomes with 
liberal aalea of chompagnetind cigars; 
all of the moat coatly brands. It ia 
when the congreaa ia in aesalon that 
the "atrange woman** described io 
Holy Writ infesta thia city. It I* 
when the congress ia in aeaaloa that 
the national capital needa tha guard* 
lanship of the moral elements of the 
nation. Therefore, let th<> people who 
want to make this a ))erfe<'t city quit 
sending here as their rcpn'scntafives 
men w ho worship themselves, iiiatoad 
of worshiping their Creator; who wor- 
shi|> their appetites and passions, well 
know ing' that they are pnfely screened 
by newspaper men of small I'aliber, to 
whom they ofTcr sn ail of1li i.il favors. 

Thus is plain talk, of course; and it 
is all true. liut you must not inia<:ine 
that the people s.-nd nothing- but 
sporliiifT men to the national house of 
representatives. (^uite tin- coin.iry. 
There arc members of I hat lioily. 
l-"ully MO of tliciu .-ire reputalile and 
worthy citizens, lint the peopli- who 
want this to be a model city u- ually 
elect ,Vl or more eouimon sci iibs e\(-ry 
two \ears, and they Icavi'n the whole 
iiini|> with impurity snd (lisn-|iute. 

.So don't allow yourselves to imagine 
that this cominunitj' needs u national 
guardianship. It don't. It is one of 
the best governed cities in the world. 
It is a credit to the republic, snd to 
every citisen of the republic. Petitions 
for the betterment of the city are 
valueless. Let the peo]>Ie aead only 
proper repreaentatives to eongtcaa, 
and tha aatloaal oapital will b« all
